Fire marshals, 
building in 
spectors and insurance inves­ 
tigators combed the 14-s t o r y 
Roosevelt Hotel today for clues 
to the cause of a fire that 
killed 21 persons and injured 
60.

Sandys made the announce­ 
ment after presiding over a 13- 
hour meeting of a political liai­ 
son committee representing all i 
sides to which he put his pro-1 
posals for halting bloodshed on 
the island. The meeting ended i 
just before dawn. 
A half-hour of sharp gunfire 
in Nicosia yesterday broke into! 
the tense truce but there were; 
no reports of casualties. Last | 
week’s battles and snipings on 
the island were estimated to 
have killed 200 persons. 
Informed sources said atten­ 
tion was focused on Nicosia as 
the “ heart of the* problem.”
